G rand­ 
ma knew all about th at all the 
time when she put on the flaxseed 
poultice. 
Modem medical ingenuity has 
produced much better agents for 
osmosis than grandm a's flaxseed 
poultice. We have combinations of 
collodial gel with magnesium sul­ 
phate and various kinds of anti­ 
septics which represent the pene­ 
tratin g patrols of General Pat­ 
ton's arm y, and are forced in­ 
ward by osmosis to kill the g* rnoa 
on the spot. But the general prin­ 
ciples for which grandm a stood 
with her flaxseed poultice remain 
the same.
